A 1 sutlers and their em- 
ployes are to leave the army by Saturday 
next and those who remain after that date 
will have their stocks of goods confiscated 
for the benefit of un hospital, and those who 
are in their gsmploy will be placed at hard la- 
bor by the Provost Marshal General. After 
next Monday nil citisons are required to leave 
the lines, excepting Government employes, 
members of the Sanitary and Christian Com- 
missions, and the registered newspaper corre- 
spondent*. In addition to this, the authority 
h eretofore delegated to Corps Cum mas den to 
grant leave of absence and fnriougba is re- 
voked, except as to forlonghd, to re-enlisted 
vet, ran*, and, with this exception, until fur- 
orders, no leaves of absence or furloughs 
will be grunted, save in extreme cases. . 

In all three things we recognise the energy, 
oautoCL. and preparedness of Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral Grant, and they constitute bright auguries 
of success as soon as the mud and swollen 
rivers will permit the extrication of his armies.

Tbis is significant language. It signifies 
mischief in the future. Declaring that there j 
are but two sides to the question, tha one { 
Union without slavery, and tbe other i.nrav 
diate and unconditional acknowledgment of 1 
tL« Scnthtrn Confederacy, Senator Header- 
sen, oxeef the most temperate and rational of 1 
tie Rtptib ican leaders, calls for a division on | 
ibis question, classing with “the friends of 
etavtry" all who are not abolitionists, and j 
(.vow icg, that, if they shall prove "strong I 
enough in this country to resist all reasonable j 
cffi.tta to subdue them,” he will act upon it. ' 
Now, under this clasiifica'ion we know per- 
fectly well beforehand, and so do Senator ^ 
Hetdereon and his party, that the abolitionists 
will be in a minority of one to three or four ( 
since the classification sweeps the conserva- 
tives of the country into the same category j 
a ith the people in rebellion. The abolition- i 
Ltd will be in such a minority in the country ! 
whether they carry tha Presidential election 
cr not. Of course two -thirds or three-fourths j 
cf the people will prove htrong enough to re- ! 
Eire what Senator Henderson atyluj "all rea- 
soLftble efforts” of one-third or one-fourth “to 
Eubdae them." And Senator Hendurson and 
his patty will act upon it, by abandoning the 
war, and acknowledging the independence of 
the Southern Confederacy . Such is the result 
foreshadowed by this remarkable language. 

Tbe language fairly implies that its author 
is now ready to surrender the Union. The 
tone and drift of bis remaiks on this point 
are those of one who prepares the way for the 
reception of a foregone conclusion. If the 
reader were to shat his eyes on the an'i- 
slavttj ear-marks, he might easily fati.-y him- 
self reading the speech for which Alexander 
Loxg bos been ceLsntcd in the House. Mr. 
Long and Mr. Henderson do not essentially 
differ. In our judgment, Mr. Henderson, 
everything considered, has made a more ef- 
fective pit a for the acknowledgment of the 
Southern Confederacy than Mr. Long has. 
The spirit, tendency, and fundamental prin- 
ciples of the two speeches are the same. 
TLo gentlemen agree so fully that we 
shall net be surprised if they are found 
supporting the same candidate for ths 
Presidency. Indeed, Mr. Long concludes 
bis speech by avowing, that, if "the war is to 
be still further prosecuted," he prefers “that 
it shall be done under the auspices of those 
who now conduct its management.’' Toe in- 
ference is that as between McClellan and Lin- 
coln Mr. Long will go with Mr. Henderson 
for Lincoln. We predicted upwards ofa yesr 
ago that the peace men and the abolitionists 
would ultimately act together in favor of the 
Ecknowledgment of tbe Southern Confedera- 
cy ; and the prediction soems likely very soon to 
be realized. In that event, Lincoln will bo 
recognized as the disunion candidate, 
wbiuh he will be whether he is so recognised 
or not, afid McClellan, the only rerognizrd as 
in any event the only real Union candidate, 
will colleet under hi? glorious banner not cn y 
the legions of patriots who meet in conven- 
tion at Chicago, hat the genuine patriots ot 
the Rppublican party. Fcr that matter, there 
are in tbe breasts of thousands and thousands 
of Republicans n smouldering admiration fur 
McClellan and a living faith in him, tnat, no 
matter what may ba the final combaia ions 
of parties, will ere November burst forth in * 



Ha 
will be, in the noblest sense of the exoreasion, 

the people’s candidate, &3 he is the country’s 
hope. Under his bright atanda.-J will rally the 
pure lovers oftheYJnion, while under the dark 
ensign of his adversary will gather abolition- 
ist?, pea*e men, secessionist?, and all the des- 
perate odds and ends of a nation so long 
the ?port of treason and of faction. Sen- 
ate r Henderson and his friends may call 
for adivision on the question of tne Union of 
abolitionism or no Union at all, but tbe peo- 
ple will not divide on any such question. 
They will divide oa the high question of tbe 
Union of the Constitution against ail the de- 
vices of its enemies in whatever section. 
This is the true issne. Lst the people prepare 
to meet it. Let them resolve to meet it tri- 
umphantly. 

We cannwt dismiss this language of Sen- 
ator Henderson’s without one farther remark. 
The views he presents concerning the naturo 
and tendency of civil war surely deserve the 
veryg.arest consideration; wo by no means 
would have them passed by lightly. They are 
indeed of tremendous momeat. Bn* they do 
net enforce tbe necessity of acknowledging 
the Southern Confederacy, which in ail hu- 
man probability would render civil war the 
normal state of this continent, nor yet ‘hs ne- 
cessity of abolishing slavery by a constitu- 
tional amendment; on the contrary, they en- 
force the necessity of restoring the Union of 
the Constitution, and to that end the necessi- 
ty of requiring the people in rebellion tosnb- 
mit alone to tbe constitution as it is, and of 
waging the war distinctly to compel such 
submission and for no other purpose what- 
ever. This is the true lesson of th6 historical 
retrospect he takes. But this is not the les- 
sen he draws. He reads ia the fttrospect a 
wax rent only for the abolition of slavery 
by a constitnticnal amendment or for ths 
acknowledgement of the Southern Coa- 
federary, of which the former, accord- 
ing to his own admissions, would neces- 
sitate the latter. "The rebels,” he says 
in a preceding" part of his speech, “declare 
that slavery cannot longer exist under our 
government; that the two thing?, slavery and 
the Federal Union, have become incompatible. 
In tbis alleged belief was found tbe motive 
for secession, and in it to-day consists the 
strength of secession.” This is undoubtedly 
true; whence it follows that to justify and fix 
the belief through the abolition of slavery by 
a constitutional amendment would bs to 
strengthen the strength of secession, and con- 
i' qnently to bring tbe case at once within the 
conditions which Senator Uenderson regards 
cs warranting the acknowledgment of the 
Scu’bern Conitderacy. Oa the other hand, it 
follows as clearly that to remove the belief ia 
q restion, by throwing open the dooro of the 
constitution as it is to the Southern people, 
would bo to paralyze tbe strength of secession, 
and consequently to secure at an early day 
the restoration cf the Union of the Consti tu- 
t on. The truth ip, however, that tbe Repub- 
licans do not waat tba Union of the Constitu- 
tion, and they will not have it, if they caagtt 
r d of it. They want ths Uaion of abolition- 
Lm; and, if they cannot get such a Union, 
thty will have none, but will forthwith ac- 
knowledge the Southern Confederacy. Such 
is the significance of Senator Henderson’s 
eptech. It menus nothing mare or less than 
th : s. Let the lovers of the Union ponder the 
development. I tis but one amongst a thou- 
sand all pointing to tbe same issne.

Riiohrd, That tbe thanks of the nation 
are due eod are bereby tendered to the 
officers and soldier* and seamen who have so 
g t 1 anti} borne our fiag in the hour of peril to 
our country.

Tbe Times has a letter from the steamer 
Arkansas, dated New Orleans, the 2 1, report- 
ing tfcat the rebel steamer Clifton, formerly a 
United States gnnb<xat of tha' came, while 
attempting to ran the black ide off Sabine 
Pites, on the night ol^the 2lst ulb, with over 
7,000 bales of cotton, got aground on the bar. 
She remained there, and wa3 burnt to prevent 
ter fsllirg into our hands. She was totally 
consumed. 

A large eide-wheel steamer, witn 4.000 
arms for the rebel government, had run into 
the port of Velaeco, after bring driven off Gal- 
veston Bay by onr fleet. She got aground in 
Velasco Bay, and the blockading gunboat* 
attempted to capture her, but were driven off 
by the rebel shore batteries, whore guns were 
of longer range than ours.
